The above is the title generally given in catalogues to the celebrated collection 
of voyages published by the family of De Bry, the first of whom, THEODORE, was 
an engraver, print-seller, and publisher at FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN. Of all the 
early collections of voyages printed before the year 1600, this is the most extensive, 
and takes the foremost rank. Its value is increased on account of the important 
narratives which it embraces, for their completeness, and for the large number of 
beautiful copper-plate engravings with which almost every volume is illustrated. 

The collection is divided into two series; the first is known as the “ Great Voy- 
ages” (“ Grands Voyages"), merely because the yolumes are taller and wider than 
those of the second series, which is known as the “Small Voyages” (“ Petits 
Voyages”). The former relate entirely to NORTH and Souru AMERICA, although 
their assumed title is the “ West IxprEs" (“ Indiam Occidentalem”’), to dis- 
tinguish them from the “ Small Voyages,” which relate to the EAsT Inpıns and 
AFRICA (“ Indiam Orientalem ”). The Latin edition of the * Great Voyages ” con- 
sists of thirteen parts; the German of fourteen. The “ Small Voyages" com- 
prise twelve parts. 

The conception and beginning of this collection is due to THEODOR or THEO- 
poric DE Bry, who, in the year 1590, first published Hanror's Travels in, and 
an account of VinGrNIA, which had appeared in Lonpoy, in 1588, in a quarto 
form. The text of this narrative was printed in four languages : English, French, 
Latin, and German, the same engravings being used in the several versions. 
The success of this volume, which was remarkably well got up, having a map and 
twenty-seven finely executed copper-plates, induced the publisher to issue a second 
volume the following year, relating to the FLORIDAS, which the title designates as 
« Americc Secunda Pars”; but as the demand for the English and French versions 
did not warrant a continuation of the work in these languages, they were discon- 
tinued. The second and subsequent parts, therefore, were only issued in Latin and 
German. At the time of his death, in March, 1598, Tueopor pe Bry had pub- 
lished six parts of his * Great Voyages," bearing dates from 1590 to 1596. 

After the death of Tuopor, the series was continued by his widow and his two 
sons, JOHANN THEODOR and JOHANN ISRAEL, who, in 1599, issued the 7th and 
8th parts, and in 1600, the 9th part. As the title of this last part bears the words 
* Postrema Pars,” it is inferred that it was the intention of the publishers to close 
the series here. After an interval of nineteen years, the publication of the work 
was resumed by Jomann Tuzopon, who printed at OPPENHEIM, in 1619 and 1620, 
a 10th and 11th part; and his heirs, in 1624, issued at FRANKFORT a 12th part. 
Success seems to have attended the work, for, during the period covered by these 
issues, several parts were reprinted, so that in 1634, Maruew MERIAN, one of the 
sons-in-law of Jouann 'Turopom, published the 13th and last part, which is but 
a translation of the 13th and 14th parts of the German version, already published 
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by him in 1628 and 1630. According to this, it will appear that the publication 
covers a period of forty-four years. In 1631, MERIAN united under a collective 
title the thirteen parts of the German edition of the “ Great Voyages," of which he 
possessed the stock, and published a new edition of the first part, with the addition 
of an Elenchus, or table of the different pieces contained in each of the thirteen 
parts. 

The brothers JonawN-Tukopon and JomaNN-IsRAEL DE BRr, published the 
first eight parts of the Latin text of the “ Small Voyages," in 1598, 1599, 1601, 
1604, 1606, and 1607 ; they had published, a little before these dates, the first eight 
parts of the German text. Jomaww-TnEopon alone issued the 9th, 10th, and 11th 
parts of the German text in 1612, 1613, and 1618, and the same parts of the Latin 
text in 1612, 1613, and 1619. It is to his son-in-law, WıLLIAM Firzers, an 
Englishman by birth, that the 19th part is due. . It was printed in 1628, as well as 
the 13th part of the German text, which form a continuation to the German 
abridgment of the first eleven parts. This abridgment was printed at FRANCK- 
FORT-ON-MAIN, under the title of “ Orientalische Indien.” For particulars of these 
latter parts and the Abridgment, see the titles in their proper places in this cata- 
logue. 

So much has already been written by Bibliographers about this remarkable and 
much sought for collection, that little, if anything, remains to be said. We have 
before us the several descriptions of De Bry by the Ask pe Roruerın, De Burn, 
Camus, WEIGEL, GRAESSE, Brüxer, and SoßoLewsk1, the Russian bibliographer 
and collector. The latter two, having before them the bibliographies of the pre- 
vious writers mentioned, and Mr. SopoLEwsKt having one of the most complete 
colleetions known, they had the best opportunity to give as perfect a description as 
possible of the work in question. As nothing, therefore, can be added by us to 
the very full accounts which BRUNET has given in the last edition of his ** Manuel 
du Libraire," with the additional note of Mr. SOBOLEWSKI, we shall quote largely 
from them; for in their opinions we fully concur, in the reasons given for the 
many editions, re-impressions, and variations that exist in the twenty-eight parts 
which constitute the collection. 

Speaking of the forty-four years which had passed from the publication of the 
first volume of the * Great Voyages," to that of the last volume of the Latin text 
of these narratives, Bruner thus writes: “Now, during this long interval, the 
publishers of this great collection must have reprinted, even more than once, the 
greater part of the volumes, which had become successively out of print; but, be- 
fore coming to entire reimpressions, they would naturally use the portions either of 
text or plates which were on hand. It appears, in fact, that the plates were at first 
printed only for a. part of the two texts of the first volumes, and that, when this 
first impression was exhausted, it became necessary to have a second, and at the 
same time, to print on the pages destined to receive the engravings both the num- 
bers indicating their order, and the times or explanations, which appear above and 
below these engravings ; and that finally, when the text was entirely exhausted, they 
reprinted it, at first with the old date, and afterwards with a new date. This ex- 
plains how it is that one encounters, besides the editions reprinted as a whole, 
copies of the fivst edition offering so many various readings that one might think 
they belonged to different editions. It is certain that before the publieation of the 
sixth volume, many of the first had already been reprinted, and that after that time 
the publishers could only deliver to the new purchasers of their collection copies 
made up of parts belonging to different editions. But we must not forget to say 
that there is only a single edition of the latter parts of each of the two sections ; 
and this is what makes them more rare than the earlier parts. The reprints of 
these latter usually contain plates more or less worn, and even those of these re- 
prints of which the titles bear the address of MATHEW MERIAN, not only have 
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plates much worn, badly retouched, or reëngraved in counter-proof; but their 
paper is detestable, the impressions are very bad, the text is incorrect, and what is 
worse, it is defective in many places; they are to be sought for, therefore, only for 
the sake of some additions which were made in them, as will be pointed out in our 
description at the proper time. 

In discussing this same subject, M. SOBOLEWSKI, the learned bibliophile of Mos- 
cow, thus expresses himself: “It should be remarked, that soon after the publica- 
tion of the first parts, and while the publication of the following parts was going 
on, the stock of the brothers Dg Bry was parcelled out among their heirs, and 
then among the different publishers to whom the heirs sold their stock. Owing to 
these partitions, as the editions were in different hands, each proprietor was more 
or less obliged to reprint certain parts entirely, or to reprint leaves and sheets; in 
this latter case they often could no longer use the old plates, which were in other 
hands, but employed fresh ones, which they caused to be engraved after those that 
they did not now possess. All these manipulations, together with the long time 
during which the publication of these two series lasted, gave, from the very com- 
mencement, importance to the original work, and especially to copies which were 
not only of the same edition, but where each part was free from the mixture of 
leaves printed at different times. Afterwards collectors and amateurs, in forming 
copies for their libraries, introduced more confusion into the bibliography of the 
* Great and Small Voyages,' by mixing together all that at the first sight appeared 
to complete or much enrich their copies. All these causes united confused the 
cataloguers ; they saw more editions than there really were, and took for differences 
of edition the result of the printer's inadvertence or forgetfulness, and of the book- 
seller's necessities ; and before long the increasing vanity of collectors, in place of 
separating the second editions from the first, and the altered reprint of MERIAN 
from the two original editions, mingled them all, in order that they might be able 
to announce that such and such a part of their collection contained so many leaves 
with variations! ! Or, they increased the number of their volumes, by adding the 
original editions of the voyages, which the publishers of the collection had copied, 
and the editions which had been copied after texts given in the collection." 

“Tn speaking of the merits of the work, BRUNET remarks that it has not that im- 
portance for geographical science which it has acquired as a bibliographical curi- 
osity, because it is uncritical; it contains very few relations which had not been 
already published separately ; and the reprints or translations which are given of 
the others are worth infinitely less than the original texts." 

We entirely differ from Mr. BRUNET in these sweeping remarks, which may be 
true as regards some of the longer narratives, but not as regards all. Take, for in- 
stance, the first narrative, that of Harıor’s * Virginia.” The first edition in 4to, is 
in every respect inferior to the reprint in De Bry’s collection, while it is so rare 
that scarcely half a dozen copies are known to exist. Then, as to its importance and 
truthfulness, it is acknowledged to be the earliest and best account of the Indians of 
VIRGINIA that has come down to us. The same assertions will apply with equal 
truth to other narratives, which are only accessible in this collection. It is quite 
true, as stated by Brunet, that many of the plates were made up from designs of 
artists, some of which are well adapted to the narratives, while others are mere 
fancy sketches got up to attract attention and thereby promote the sale of the book. 
A similar custom prevails in our day, and all readers of voyages and travels know 
that in fully one half the books of this description, the illustrations are made up 
by artists from descriptions given by the travellers. 

The compilers of the ** Bibliotheca Grenvilliana” have formed a higher estimate 
of the collection of De Bry, than is awarded it by Mr. BRUNET, an opinion in 
which we concur. They thus write: “This important collection should not be re- 
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garded as a book of curiosity on account of the number of its engravings and the 
extreme difficulty of forming a complete and well preserved copy. "These Histories 
of Voyages and Travels made several centuries back, in countries a large part of 
which are even now imperfectly known, contain, in the midst of a multitude of 
fabulous details, very interesting particulars and valuable information, of which 
they are the primitive, and in some instances the only source. Many subsequent 
travellers are said to have eked out their own personal knowledge of the countries 
they have described by copious and unacknowledged extracts from these volumes. 
Doubtless the astonishment produced by the novelty of the objects around them, 
would easily lead into exaggeration the first discoverers of these distant countries, 
but they had the peculiar advantage of seeing them in their primitive state, before 
the changes produced by the subsequent and often calamitous visits of the nations 
of the old world. Dx Bry’s collection is especially useful in the present day, for 
the purpose of institating comparisons between his narratives and those of modern 
travellers to the same countries, and many of his statements formerly reputed 
fabulous, or exaggerated, have been confirmed by more recent accounts." 

Whatever may be said, for or against the value of DE Bry’s Collection as a 
critical work, it is a well known fact that every collector, who has the means, if his 
books relate to history, voyages and travels, and geography, deems the possession 
of this Collection of Voyages as indispensable. All lovers of books, and the prin- 
cipal libraries of Europe and Amerrca, therefore, give this great work a dis- 
tinguished place in their collections. Having once made a beginning a collector de- 
sires to complete his set of the first editions of both the Great and Small Voyages 
in Latin ; this accomplished, he next desires to add to it the German version ; and if 
he can get them, the English and French texts of Harıor’s * Virginia.” Having 
now got together a complete set of the twenty-five parts, in the different languages 
in which they were printed, he next aspires to the acquisition of all the editions, 
reimpressions and variations. The set formed by the late Mr. SoporEwskr, of 
Moscow, was the work of his life, and yet, assiduous as he was in his researches in 
all the great book marts of Europe, he did not possess the first part in English, 
Harıor’s “ Virginia." With this exception, the zealous and book-loving Russian 
had one of the most perfect sets in EUROPE, if all the editions, and all the varia- 
tions constitute such a set. But large as his was, we think the copy formed by Mr. 
James Lenox, of New York, now a portion of the Lenox Library, is superior and 
more complete. The copy in our collection is fully described and will speak for 
itself. 

Early in the eighteenth century the first attempt to make a complete collection 
was made by M. pr CrsrERNAY pU Fay, an enlightened amateur, whose name is 
still preserved in the memory of European book-lovers. The catalogue of his 
books contains, at No. 2825, a copy of De Bry’s Collection, bound in five volumes, 
in blue morocco, which the epithet, exemplar omni genere perfectum, carried as high as 
450 francs, a remarkable price at that time. After this, a lettered bibliophile, the 
ABg£ D’ ORLEANS DE ROTHELIN, having succeeded in forming a copy more com- 
plete than that of M. pu Fay, described it in a tract of 44 pages, Paris, 1742, 
small 4to, of which he had only a few copies printed, one of which is in this col- 
lection. Although his descriptions are brief, they served as a guide to collectors. 
This was followed by De Bure’s description in his “ Bibliographie instructive,” 
Paris, 1763-68, Vol. L, which is much more extended than the work of the 
AnBÉ DE RoTHELIN ; yet these descriptions were confined to the Latin version, the 
German edition being entirely overlooked. De Bure’s extended notice of De Bry 
did its work; it enabled collectors to perfect their sets and draw the attention of 
publie libraries and amateurs to it, awakening in the latter a desire to possess a copy 
of the work. The next bibliographical work relating to the collection in question 
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was the “ Mémoire sur la collection des Grands et Petits Voyages," published by A. G. 
Camus, Paris, 1802, 4to. In a scientific view, this work is much superior to that 
of De Burs, as it gives a good analysis of all the narratives contained in Dr 
Bry’s Collection, and indicates with care, a number of the originals. The next 
bibliographical work on our subject is WEIGEL’S.

We should not omit to mention in this list the description of a copy of Ds Bry + (0 


1 in the ** Bibliotheca Grenvilliana," which is full and accurate It describes the fine | 
| copy now in the British Museum Library, and is the one originally formed by DE [ 
Bure. It was purchased by Mr. PAYNE, the bookseller, of Lonpon, about the 
. year 1790, when it was considered a complete copy. Falling into the hands of 
| Mr. GRENVILLE, that gentleman lost no opportunity of procuring from other copies 
whatever the memoir of Camus mentioned, or his own observation could supply ; 
to make it still more perfect. Within the last five years a most valuable addition WE 
was made to the set, by the acquisition of the original water-color drawings of the | 
| plates in Hanror's “ Virginia,” among the most authentic and interesting of all 
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the illustrations in the “Grand Voyages." These drawings are now bound in 
a single volume uniform with the GRENVILLE copy, and stand by the side of the 
other volumes. It is, perhaps, safe to say, that this copy is the finest and most 
1 complete in EUROPE. 

But the latest and most complete bibliographical account of De Bry yet printed 
| is that of M. Brunet, in his “ Manuel du Libraire," PARIS, 1860-65, 6 vols., royal 
| 8vo, Vol. I. A few copies were also printed in a separate volume. To Brunzr’s 
| description is appended à valuable note by Mr. Sororewskı. This description 
comprises a detailed account of the text and plates of every volume in the Great and 
Small Voyages; of all the versions, and of all the editions. To the enthusiastic 
collector of De Bry’s voyages, this description is indispensable. Of its completeness 
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and correctness we can vouch, having compared our own copy with it line for line. 

b. We have prefixed to this description a facsimile, somewhat reduced, of the title 
= to the English version of the First Part of the “Great Voyages,” containing 
P Hanror's * Virginia. We also give portraits of THEoboRE pe Bry and 
EY SrGMUND FEYERABEND, copied from rare German prints. The latter’s name will 
[^ be found on the title of several of the early parts of De Bry’s Collection, as the 
\ bookseller at whose shop the work was to be found. SIGMUND or SIGISMUND 
N FEYERABEND (spelt also FEIRABENT and FEYERABENDT), is the most eminent of 
SI a celebrated family of booksellers and publishers who flourished at FRANKFORT ON 
NX N Marx during the sixteenth century. Judging from the sale catalogues of that city, 
P he must have been one of the most prominent booksellers of his time. It appears 
NC that he was born in 1527 or 1528 ; that he obtained a liberal education, and it is 
EN stated that he studied history at AUGSBURG, of which city he wrote the family rec- 


) ords. He was also a xylographer, and the wood-cuts in the Zoepflein Bible of 1561, 
as well as the portraits of the Doges of Venice, in KELLNER'S “ Chronicles," are 
ascribed to him. He published a number of works with superior wood-cuts, many 
of them executed by eminent engravers. Judging from one work published in 1590, 
which differs from others published during the same year, it seems probable that he 
died that year; for this one bears the imprint SIGMUND FEYERABEND's “ Erben," 
S. F.’s LzrPziG ; and after this year, the name of his son KARL SIGMUND appears 
as a bookseller and publisher at FRANKFORT. We now proceed to give the colla- 
tion and description of each part of De Bry’s collection, beginning with the Latin 
version of the “ Great Voyages.”

2. Dedicatory epistle to MAxrMILIAN, elected King of Poranp, above which 
are engraved the arms of this prince, and lower down five lines, the first of which 
ends with the word ** vestre," one leaf. 

3. Advertisement, ** Benevolis coloniae . . . . . promotoribus," with a summary in 
four lines, one leaf; pages 5 and 6. 

4. Text in Italies ** Prima pars," 7-34 pages. The first line of the thirty-fourth 
page ends with the word * pluribus," and the last line of the text has only the 
figures 1588, followed by a triangular scroll. 

5. Printed title, commencing ** Vivae imagines," 
shaped ornament in the centre of the page. 

6. “Index Omnivm capitum ;" a list of the plates, 2 pages. 

7. An engraving representing Apam and Eve, with the words “ THEODORE DE 
Bry fe,” at the bottom of the plate. 

8. Advertisement, ** Beneuolo lectori," reverse, blank; the open letter a capital in 
type, within an ornament engraved on wood, 

9. Map of VrnaiN1A, followed by twenty-two plates on as many leaves, with ex- 
planations below each; the leaves numbered from ii. to xxiii., chiefly at the top ; 
others have their explanations on the reverse of a separate leaf; while some of the 
plates are numbered in Arabic figures at the bottom. 

10. A leaf, with the announcement, “ Pictorum . . . .. icones" ; eight lines be- 
neath, and on the reverse the explanation of the first plate in 17 lines, followed by 

„a triangular scroll. 

11. Five plates representing the ancient Picts, numbered 1 to 5 below the plates; 
these, with their explanations, occupy 9 leaves. 

12. Advertisement, ** Interpres lectori," on one leaf, with a triangular tail-piece. 

“ Index praecipvarvm rervm," two leaves; on the reverse of the second, ** Mendae 
quae typographicas operas fvgervnt," with the same triangular ornament as that 
which follows the advertisement above. 

A last leaf on which is repeated the colophon “ Impressum . . . . " which is at 
the foot of the frontispiece, with the date mpxc. 

With reference to this part, BRUNET makes the following remarks: “ Of this 
first part there are two old editions very distinct from one another, the one the 
original, the other counterfeit ; and there are three varieties of the original edition, 
presenting differences merely, Ist, in the title; 2d, in pages 29 and 34 of the text; 
3d, in the explanation of the plates." 

Amongst the plates which afford variations three are triplicates, the IIId, VIIIth, 
and Xth. The others, as well as the pages 29 and 34, are only duplicates. The 
title presents no other difference than that of THEODOR and FEIRABENDI. It is 
to be presumed that THroporr and FEIRABENDII denote the first impression, 
for the same orthography is employed in the titles of the French and English edi- 
tions, and their dedication is dated several days before that of the Latin and 
German editions. As to the counterfeit of this part, there are two kinds of copies, 
one reproducing the pages 29 and 34, as well as the explanations of the plates of 
one of the varieties of the original edition ; and the other representing as faithfully 
the second variety of the original. Until now, no one has been able to decide with 
certainty to which of the varieties of the original edition and of the counterfeit the 
priority is to be assigned. But one can distinguish at first sight the plates of the 
first edition from those of the counterfeit, first by the beauty of the proofs and the 
superiority of the paper; and more surely still by the height of the capitals em- 
ployed in the printed title-pages and in the explanation of each plate, and by the 
Roman letters which indicate their order.

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The printed title “ Vive imagines,” following page 34, which precedes the plates, 
has beneath it a vignette, with a monster's head in the centre. In numbers 2 and 
3 the vignette is rectangular. 

“ Index omnium captivm,” a list of plates, 2 pages, followed by a large triangular 
vignette, with a head in the centre; in numbers 1, 2, and 3, it is different and about 
one third the size. 

The text on the right of the first leaf of the Picts is in seven lines, with a 
vignette below ; in numbers 2 and 3, it is in eight lines, with no vignette. 

The descriptive text to Plate I. of the Picts, has sixteen lines, with a small orna- 
ment beneath about one third the size of the corresponding one in numbers 1, 2, 
and 3. The initial letter * P " is different and larger. 

The descriptive text of Plate IT. of the Picts, is on the right of the third leaf, and 
has twelve lines ; the initial letter N,” and the scroll beneath, being quite different 
from impressions 1, 2, and 3. In the latter the descriptive text is in fourteen lines, 
on the reverse of the third leaf. 

The descriptive text of Plate III. of the Picts, on the reverse of the fifth leaf, is 
in eight lines, as in impressions 1, 2, and 3. The initial letter ** V " and scroll be- 
neath are different. 

The descriptive text of Plate IIII. of the Picts, on the reverse of the eighth leaf, 
is in seven full lines; the corresponding lines in impressions 1, 2, and 3, being in 
eight lines; the scroll beneath is also different, the former not having the head in 
the centre. 

The descriptive text of Plate V. of the Picts, is in six lines, as in impressions 
1, 2, and 3, but ending differently, the fifth line ending in the word * bello," while in 
1, 2, and 3, it ends in the word ''feroces." The initial letter “ H " and the scroll 
beneath are different from the corresponding ones in impressions 1, 2, and 3, but the 
same as in impressions 2 and 3 of the Picts in this copy. 

In the text which follows the plates of the Picts, “ /nterpres Lectori," the head 
ornament and the initial letter “ B " are different from those in numbers 1, 2, and 
3, with slight variations in the text. On the reverse the tail-piece is larger and 
quite different in form from the corresponding one in numbers 1, 2, and 3, which 
is triangular in form. 

The head ornament above the Index on the following leaf is different from that in 
the previous numbers and three fourths of an inch shorter. The vignette at the end 
of the index is like those accompanying the plates of the Picts, and different from 
the corresponding one in numbers 1, 2, and 3. The volume ends with the Index, the 
reverse of the last page being blank; nor is there any leaf for the colophon. In the 
previous impressions there is an errata on the last page, with a separate leaf for the 
colophon. 


Part I. Fifth Impression, or variation. 1590. 


In this edition we have the engraved portion of the title-page, the 


square in the centre being blank. The imprint beneath, ** Frank- 
fort ad Moenum . . . . ~ etc. Clo 10 XO," appears as in the per- 
‚feet copies. 


On page 3, the first line below the escutcheon ends with “ Ma-." The initial 
letter “I” is the same as in number 4. 

The leaves regularly numbered for the twenty-three engravings contain only 
numbers XIII., XVII., XVIII , XIX., Xx., and xxl1., which are folio plates filling an 
entire page, with only the descriptive text of the others. Number xxzr., “ Aliquot 
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Heroum. Virginia Note,” is erroneously substituted for xx1., * Idolum Ki Wasa,” 
with the descriptive portion belonging to the latter. With these omissions and 
slight variations, this impression corresponds with the fourth. 


In the impressions 2, 4, and 5, the explanation to Plate III. is in 16 lines, which 
| have a different termination from the corresponding lines in the third impression. 
| The initial letter “P ? is also different. The sixth and following lines in these two 
| latter impressions end in “ Prete”; “ ala”; “in”; mis”; “con-” ; “ contex- 
1 tam”; “in”; * plurimum" ; “etiam” ; and “ horrendum." 

Plate IIIL Impressions one and three have each 12 lines of explanation; the 
second impression has 10; the fourth and fifth have each 11 lines. The initial 
letter ^S," printed within a scroll in impressions one and three is the same; in 
the second impression it is large and mingled with the scroll ; in the fourth and 
fifth impressions the letter is the same, but different from that in the previous im- 
pressions. 

Similar variations exist in the explanations of the other plates. "Those in the 
first and third impressions are alike; in the second they are different, while the 


NE fourth and fifth, though alike, are quite different from the others. 
M In the fourth impression as shown above, the first line of the 3d plate ends in 
qus « Pro-,” the same as in the second impression ; nevertheless the remainder of the 


text to this plate clearly shows that it was all set up anew. The initial letter ““P” 
is totally different from that in the three previous impressions ; and the last three of 
the full lines end in * plurimum," “etiam,” and “ horrendum" ; whereas, in the 

} second impression they end in “delecta-,” “ etiam," and “horren-.” Several other 
lines in the fourth impression end with the same word as in the previous impres- 
sions, but the other lines end differently, and all the initial letters vary. The line 
above the plates, and the Roman numerals are much smaller in the fourth than in 
the previous impressions. In Plate XVI. the four full lines of explanation in the 
first, second, and third impressions end in “ meditul,” “ altera," “ admodum," and 
«victu? ; in the fourth impression these lines end in “ me-,” “al-,” * boni," and 
« sobrita ta-.” Plate X VIL in the first, second, and third impressions has eleven 
lines of explanation ; in the fourth impression it has but eight. 

Tn the five plates of the Picts there are similar differences. Beginning with the 
title, “ Pictorum Brittaniæ,” in the fourth impression, the ornament at the top of 
the page and the initial letter ** Q? are different from those in the previous impres- 

RU sions; that text is in 7 lines with a vignette beneath ; in the previous impressions, 
À it is in 8 lines and without the vignette. 

In impressions one, two and three, of Plate IIII. of the Picts, the explanation is 
in 8 lines; the scroll beneath has a head in the centre. Tn impressions four and 
4 five, the initial letter *F " is the same; but the triangular scroll beneath is quite 
À different and is without the head. In the fourth impression the explanation is in

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The reverse of the last page of the Index, “ Mendae," etc.,is the same in the 
first and second impressions, the first line ending with “colores” ; in the third im- 
pression the corresponding word is “ Mende” ; the arrangement is quite different, 
the first line ending. with “ quos" ; the ornament, or tail-piece, in the third impres- 
sion is also different from that in the first and second. 

In the fourth and fifth impressions the volume ends with the Index, the reverse 
being blank in both. 

The colophon in the first, second, and third impressions are alike; in the fourth 
and fifth there is none. 

The table on page 326 shows that a change was madein the typographical arrange- 
ment of the explanations beneath the several plates, whereby the 1st, 2d, and 4th 
impressions differ in the last words of the first line. 

In numbers 1, 2, and 3 impressions, the text corresponds up to page 29. The 
head lines in the 4th impression are in smaller type than in the three previous 
ones ; the initial letters and ordinary capitals are also different in the fourth. It 
will be seen too, by the foregoing table, that in the fourth impression, the last word 
of the first line describing the plates, differs from the three preceding ones. In the 
fifth impression this first line ends the same as the fourth. In the table giving the 
termination of various lines of the text of the four impressions, it will be observed 
that the fourth differs from those which precede it.

This English version is so rare, that only six or seven copies are known. That 
which is described in the “ Bibliotheca Grenvilliana," was bought by Lord OXFORD, 
at FRANKFORT, about the year 1710, for £100. Another brought the same price at 
the Nassau sale. The copies which were sold for only £47 5s., at the THOMSON 
sale, in 1813, and 31 fr. at HANROTT's, were not perfect. A copy was sold at auc- 
tion by Leonarp & Co., Boston, in 1870, for $975. There is a copy in the fine 
set owned by Mr. Leury, New York, so that we know of three copies in the 
UxrrED SrATEs. Messrs. J. Sapin & Sons, Booksellers, New Yonk, caused a 
photographie facsimile edition to be printed at New York, in 1872, which is ad- 
mirably executed.

“Tomas Hanror, an eminent English mathematician, was born at Oxron»p, in 
the year 1560. Having been instructed in grammar learning in that city, he be- 
came a Commoner of Sr. Mary Hart, where he took a Bachelor of Arts degree in 
1579. He had then so distinguished himself by his uncommon skill iu Mathe- 
matics, as to be soon after recommended to Sir WAzTER RALEIGI as a proper pre- 
ceptor to him in that science. Accordingly that Noble Knight became his first 
patron, took him into his family, and allowed him a handsome pension. In 1585, 
he was sent over by Sir WArTER RALEIGH, with his first colony to VIRGINIA ; 
where being settled, he was employed in discovering and surveying that country, in 
| observing what commodities it produced, together with the manners and customs 
| of its inhabitants, He published this book as an account of VIRGINIA ; and it 
| was afterwards reprinted in the third volume of Hakıuyr’s ‘ Voyages) Upon his 

return to ENGLAND, he was introduced by his patron to the acquaintance of Henry, 
| EARL or NORTHUMBERLAND, who allowed him a pension of £120 yearly. About 
the same time Mr. Roserr Huss, well known by his treatise upon the globes, and 
| Mr. WALTER WARNER, who is said to have communicated to the famous Harvey 

the first hint concerning the circulation of the blood, being both of them mathema- 

ticians, received pensions from him of less value; so that in 1600, when the Earl 
| was committed to the Tower for life, HAn10T, Huns, and WARNER, were his con- 
stant companions, and were usually called the EArt or NORTHUMBERLAND's three 
Magi. They had a table at the Earl’s charge, and the Earl did constantly con- 
verse with them to divert the melancholy of his confinement; as did also Sir 
WALTER RanziGH, who was in the Tower at the same time. Mr. THOMAS 
Hanror lived for some time at Lion COLLEGE, and died in Lonpon, July 2d, 1621, 
of a cancer in his lip. He was universally esteemed on account of his learning. 
When he was but a young man, he was esteemed by Mr. HAxLurT, 'Juvenis in 
disciplinis Mathematicis excellens?: and by Caupen, * Mathematicus Insignis? ”

Part IL Second Edition. 1609. 


As there is a second edition of the Third Part, printed in 1605, says BRUNET, it 
is to be presumed that there must have appeared a reprint of the Second Part, be- 
tween the edition of 1591 and that of 1609, but we only know of this latter, which 
has the same plate for the frontispiece, the same title and the same date, 1591, as 
the first, but it differs in some other points. For example, in the Dedication there 
are only five lines below the escutcheon, while in the first impression there are six. 
The initial letter “ M." is large and has the figure of a man within it, while in the 
first impression it is very small type within a scroll. 

The notice “ Benevolo lectori," is followed by the same plate of Noan’s Ark as 
in the first impression, while in some copies it has been replaced by the escutcheon 
of the dedicatory epistle. The initial letter “N,” represents a man gathering 
grapes or pruning a vine, which is quite different from the first, which is the case 
with the ornament at the end. 

"The initial letter “ IS 
is quite different from that in the first edition. The first line ends with the word 
* Romanorum," the second with * Bohemie," the third with **Duz," all differing 
from the first edition.

of 1605 ; and in that of 1630 it is thus expressed, “ Lusitani obsessi ab Indis oppug- 
nantur acriter 

"There are in this narrative thirty-five engravings, printed on the same leaves with 
the text, in which number several are repeated under different titles. In this copy 
are also several leaves, with variations, wherein the engravings are reversed, or up- 
side down. 

Following page 134, is a second engraved frontispiece, bearing this title, also 
engraved, “ Navigatio in Brasiliam Americae, qua Auctoris Navigatio 
Joanne Lznro, Burgundo Gallice primum scripta, deinde latinitate donata varijs autem 
Jiguris illustrata. per THRODORUM DE Bry, Leo: Venales reperiutur in officina S1a- 
ISMUNDI FEIRABENDII,” without date. 

Four leaves of preliminary matter, pages 137-143. "The Greek verses are in 
large characters known as pica; the catch-word “ Ioan-” at the foot of page 140, 
isin upright letters. Page 143 has 27 lines; while in the edition of 1605 there are 
but 17; and in that of 1630, 16 lines. Page 144 contains the engraving of ApAM 
and Eve, with the mark “Taeopore DE Bry Fe ” at the bottom, as in the First 
Part. In some copies this page is blank. 

Text of the narrative of Lery, “ Historia navigationis in Brasiliam Americæ 
provinciam," 145-284 pages, with ten plates printed in the text; in the plate on 
page 248, the man who is carried, is on the right of the spectator ; in the edition of 
1630, this plate, as well as others, have been reéngraved and reversed. 

On page 285, is a title-page, beginning “ Exemplar dvarvm litterarvm . . . . . etc. 
* FRANCOrvRrI T'ypis loannis Wecheli, wpxc1r.," containing two letters of Nic. 
BARRE on the expedition of the CHEvALIER DE VILLEGAGNON to the Rro Ja- 
NEIRO, and extending to page 295 inclusive. 

On page 296 begins the Index, which occupies fourteen unnumbered pages ; on 
the reverse of the last, the colophon “Impressum FRANCOFVRTI AD MOENvu, 
apvd Ioannem. Wechelum, impensis "Theodori de Bry. mpxoir.” 

In speaking of this Third Part, Bruner says it “ has had two original editions, 
and perhaps two altered editions. There are even two kinds of copies of the 
edition of 1592. The first agree with the description above; the others differ 
merely in the plate with the seven escutcheons, where the spaces at first left blank 
have been filled with the figures of the six Virtues, and in the two engraved frontis- 
pieces, where, after the word 'officina, * Sigismundi Feyrabendii’ has been sub- 
stituted for “ Theodori de Bry.” This change, which appears in the edition of 1605, 
must have been made about 1597 ; for, after the publication of the Sixteenth Part 
of the Great Voyages in German, with this date, the name of * Feyrabend? does 
not appear in the other volumes of the collection." 

In the copy before us there are separate leaves containing the variations men- 
tioned. 


Part III. Second Edition. 1605. 


The edition of 1605 preserves the engraved frontispiece of the 
edition of 1592, with the name of “ Theodori de Bry” substituted 
For that of * Feirabendii.” 


It also presents some other variations; for instance, on the first page of the Dedi- 
catory Epistle are six printed lines ; among the ornaments of the initial letter “ V ? is 
a woman with expanded wings; the escutcheon which follows has the six Virtues. 
The ornament above the notice “ Z'heodorvs de Bry lectori," is quite different from that 
in the edition of 1592; in the centre is a human head, and at the sides angels blow- 
ing trumpets; the initial letter * Q " has the figure of a man within it; and the 
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triangular ornament at the end is different, and without the human head in the 
centre. The initial letters, the ornament at the head of the several chapters, and 
that which is at the end of each chapter, are different in every instance where they 
occur. 

Following page 134, the title of the narrative of Joux DE Lery is printed with 
type, and bears the name of “ "Theodori de Bry.” The ten Greek lines on page 137 
are in small characters, with an ornament above extending nearly across the page, 
the same as that last described ; below the Greek are twenty Latin lines, while in 
the edition of 1592, there are sixteen. The head ornament on page 141 is half an 
inch in width ; in the edition of 1592, it is an inch and a half. Page 143 has seven- 
teen lines, with the cateh-word *' Histo-," with a similar tail-piece to that on the title 
of the narrative; the reverse of this leaf is blank. With this is a separate leaf, with 
precisely the same text, number of lines, and tail-piece, bearing on the reverse the 
engraving of Apam and Eve, and without “Jo” before ‘ Theodore,” which 
prefix Bruner says denotes the “ second state” of the plate. 

In this copy there are many variations in the arrangement of the plates; there 
are quadruple plates of the engraving with four boats in the foreground, a group of 
savages near the water’s edge sitting and eating fish, and another group standing, 
others lying in hammocks under the trees in the distance ; one of these plates is on 
page 66, on page 71, on page 76, and again on page 120. In the impression of 
1630 this plate is on page 76, with a broad ornament at the top of the page. 

The printed title on page 285, “ Exemplar dvarvm litterarvm," which precedes the 
two letters of Nic. Barri, has the words “ FRANCOFVRTI Typis Matthiæ Beckeri, 
wpov." On the reverse, the ornamental scroll at the top of the page, the initial 
letter * C," and the tail-piece, are entirely different from those in the edition of 
1592. Page 292 has twenty lines, with a small triangular scroll, while the edition 
of 1592 has fifteen lines, and a larger scroll with a man's head in the centre. 

The colophon on the reverse of the last leaf of the Index reads “ Impressum 
FRANCOFVRTI AD Mozxvw, apvd Matthiam Beckervm, impensis Theodori de Dry 
MDCV.” 

Mr. Lenox is of opinion that there were three distinct issues of this second 
edition of Part IIL, with the date of 1605. 


Parr HI. Third Edition. (Edition refaite.) 1630. 


In the edition of the Third Part, which bears the date of 1630, the 
title is printed with types in the centre of the engraved frontispiece ; 
it differs from the two previous editions, and reads as follows : —

Notwithstanding the corrections and improvements of which the title speaks, the 


edition is, in every respect, far inferior to the two preceding. It wants the preface 
of J. DRYANDER ; on page 135, the title is printed and without the engraved por- 
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tion in the first impressions; on page 137, the ornament above the Greek lines has, i 
in the centre, a representation of Noam’s Ark; the ornaments which precede the a: 
| chapters, the initial letters, and the tail-pieces are all different from those in the pre- i 
| vious impressions, and the text ends on page 294, on which page are 11 lines. The i 


tail-piece is the same as in the edition of 1592. "There is no Index or Colophon. a" 
The first engraving of the narrative of Sraprus, on page 1, is totally different | 
| from the corresponding plate in the previous impressions. The ship is on the TE 
| right of the spectator, and the town on the left; in the foreground on the left, are | 
three men, with broad-brimmed hats and long cloaks, and a fourth wearing a fur 
cap; notwithstanding the picture is reversed, the whole arrangement is different ; 
the same plate appears on pages 102 and 146; on page 5 there is no tail-piece ; 
| page 23 has no ornaments at the head and foot, as in the other editions ; the plate 
| on page 59 is reéngraved and reversed ; the plate on page 66 represents a group of 
naked savages eating and drinking, with a man's head on a dish in the centre; 
page 71, savages cutting up a dead man, with two of them before a fire on the 
right, repeated on page 127; the plate with four boats in the foreground, with 
savages on the shore near eating fish, and hammocks under the trees beyond, 
here appears on pages 76, 86, and 120, the latter upside down ; in the second edition 
these appear four times. Page 86 in the two previous impressions have the same 
text, but no plate; on page 123 is a plate of savages, one in foreground painting 
on a war club; in the previous editions this plate is on page 124. On page 151, a 
ship surrounded by flying-fish is entirely different, the entire ship is shown, carry- 
ing at her foremast head a flag with stripes. 
Camus remarks (page 56) that at page 86, Chapter XLVII. of MzRIAN'S edition 
| (i. e. the edition of 1630), is a plate representing Indians eating fish, which is not 
in the other editions at this place; in this copy it is on page 86, as stated above, 
and in two other places; it is also in three places in the second edition. The title 
| of this chapter is printed in two lines, the text in thirteen. 
On page 248, the plate is reversed, the man in the hammock being on the right 
of the observer. Brunet speaks of the last word on page 248 of the several edi- 
| tions. In the copy before us, the edition of 1592, the last word is * pecuniis," the 
catch-word “eguerit;” in the edition of 1605 the last words are “ Tumum exca-,” 
the catch-word “uata ? ; in the edition of 1630 they are “ Tumin exca-," the catch- 
word “ uata ” repeated on the first line of page 249. This last word on page 248, 
has led to much discussion. Camus, page 57 of his “ Mémoire,” says that in the 
first edition the last line of page 248 has “tumum,” and that this mistake was cor- 
rected in the second edition. The * Bib. Grenvilliana," Vol. L, page 187, says this 
error was not in the first edition, but distinguished the second. Mr. BRUNET has 
| mistaken the meaning of the remark in the Grenville Catalogue. According to 
our copy the latter is right. ye 
On page 223 is an engraving, which, although intended for the same subject, is I t 
totally different from the corresponding one in the two previous editions. It is = 
[| more like an etching, and in all respects is superior to the other plates, and is E. | 
| doubtless by another hand. In the air is a woman with a frog's head and butter- 8 
fly's wings, following a winged serpent; in the foreground only, monsters are de- 
| stroying men; in the distance is a group of six or seven Europeans; no dwelling- 
places or water are seen. The corresponding plate in the two previous editions has 
water, a whale, a ship, and four flying fish; a group of dwellings in the distance, 
| and two Europeans in the foreground. This leaf was doubtless a separate impres- 
sion from the rest of the volume; the text of the volume below the head line 
measures 92 inches, while on this leaf it measures 114 inches, and has a larger and 
| heavier type; the six lines beneath the plate have different endings from those in | 
| the previous editions. The leaves of which the following numbers are on the right ^» 
| 
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are of the same length, and printed with similar type, 105, 111, 113, 119, 121, 127, 
145, 151, 161, 163, 165, 167, 177, 183, 295, and 297, instead of 195 and 197, 211, 
213, 217. 

The title following page 284, “ Exemplar dvarvm epistolarym,” etc., is without a 
date and number of page, nor has it the “ C. C. A. Benevolo Lectori? on the re- 
verse, as in the two previous editions; on the reverse is ** Prioris epistole exem- 
plum.” On page 293, begins “ Alterivs Epistole exemplum,” which ends on page 
294. 

Mr. SOBOLEWSKI states that, “this edition of 1630 is often composed of a mix- 
ture either of sheets taken from the original editions, or of sheets imitated from 
the two original editions, which has made him suspect that each of the original 
editions has had its imitation. According to him, this Third Part is the most diffi- 
cult of any to study. There are sheets of six different impressions, among which 
two are so nearly alike that their differences can only be perceived with a magnify- 
ing glass." 

“In many copies," says BRUNET, “ of the different editions of this Third Part, 
there have been added 28 plates, which were published under the title of ‘ Brevis 
Summa... . ,’ in 1617, in connection with the second edition of the Sixth Part, 
although they belonged to the Third.”

Brunet says: “It appears that there were two impressions of these plates for 
the first edition of this Part. In the first, the plates are not numbered; in the 
second, they have Arabic numbers, beginning with the third plate; but the expla- 
nations printed at the bottom of these pages are the same as in the first impression, 
while they differ in those of the second edition. On a part of the prints of the 
frontispiece, the words which follow the date have been corrected thus: ‘Ad 
Invictis. Rudolphus [sic] Rome Imperator) (Cat. Santander.) 

Our copy corresponds in all respects with that described by BRuNET. 


Part IV. Second Edition. 1594. 


The second edition of the Fourth Part varies but little from 
the first edition. The engraved frontispiece and title are the 
same, with the same date. 


In the notice “ Benevolo lectori" on the right of the third leaf, the first line ends 
with the syllable “ Zn-," and the fifth line with the words “ Cim autem origi-” : in 
the first impression the first line ends with “ Indie,” and the fifth with “ Cum 
au-”: other lines end with different words, but the last word is the same in both 
impressions. At the foot of the right of the fourth leaf (“ Americae retectio ") 
there is not the catch-word “ Artes” which is in the first impression; on page 1 of 
the Preface, the ornament at the top has two angels blowing trumpets, and at the 
ends, birds ; in the first impression this ornament consists wholly of scrolls: the 
marginal notes are in italic letters as far as the 96th page; in the first edition they 
are in Roman or round letters; the running title reads “Liber IV.” ; in the first 
edition it is * Liber IIIL"; page 71 is without any tail-piece: on page 132 the 
catch-word is ***[ /n-" ; in the first edition it is * T Zndorum”’; the reverse of page 
145 has neither colophon or date. 

The twenty-four plates are numbered at the bottom with Arabie figures, with 
explanations beneath, in which there are slight variations from the first edition. 

Plate XIII. The initial letter * E," is surrounded with a scroll; in the first edi- 
tion there is a human figure. 

Plate XIV. is numbered XIV. ; in the first edition it is XIII. 

Plate XV. The first line of the text ends with “ Carolum," and the last line con- 
sists of the words ** cognomen inditum."

The 
frontispiece of his which has the figure V in many collections formed by him after 
the death of his father-in-law, really belongs to the Seventh Part, as Camus has re- 
marked. According to Mr. SOBOLEWSKI, there existed an edition of this Fifth 
Part, * tertiusquam (or tersusquam) ante hac edita, 1625,’ of which he had only seen 
one copy, that of Camus DE Limare. Now, that amateur's copy, which the 
Bibliothèque Impériale possesses, is, according to Camus (page 81), and in our 
opinion, a Seventh Part with the number V." (See the account of the Seventh 
Part.)

The second edition, or ** contrefaçon,” as BRUNET styles it, is recognizable by the 
following differences : — 

1. By the engraved title, in which is inserted between the fourth and fifth lines 
the word * Hia," an abbreviation of ** Historia,” which had been omitted on the 
plate before the second impression. In a copy of the first edition this word is in- 
serted. Brunet adds that it is found in some copies. 

2. By the text of the first page of the Preface which has thirteen lines, instead of 
eleven ; the initial letter * I" is surrounded by a scroll, whereas in the first impres- 
sion this letter is ornamented with two men carrying grapes suspended from a pole 
over their shoulders; the reverse, page 2,is without the ornament or tail-piece 
of the first edition. 

3. Page3. The top ornament has, at each end, the body of a horse springing 
from a scroll. The initial letter * S " is very small, and inserted with a type in a 
small scroll; no ornament or tail-piece at the bottom. 

4. Page 5. The same ornament at the top as on page 3. The initial letter * E" 
is small, and inserted with a type in a small scroll; the text, in smaller type than in 
the first impression, ends on page 72, followed by a tail-piece; the reverse, blank.

Twenty-two plates, the leaves numbered in Arabie characters 1-22, with expla- 
nations in the same type as the seventy-two pages of text. In the first edition the 
explanations are in a smaller type. 

Other marks distinguish the two impressions ; in the second edition, the notes at 
the end of the chapters are in Italic letters; in the first edition they are in Roman 
letters, somewhat smaller than the text; the head and tail-pieces, and the initial 
letters vary throughout; in the second edition they are quite small; in the first 
edition they are large, and more highly ornamented. 

“We are able to assert," adds Bruner, “that the author of the ‘ Bibliographie 
instructive, and after him Camus, have erroneously given as the distinctive mark 
of the first edition of this Fifth Part, what must apply to the second. So the first 
impressions of the plates are those which are ordinarily found after the text in 92 
(82) pages; and it is by a mistake of the binder that in one of the copies in the 
* Bibliothèque Mazarine’ the plates numbered in Roman figures accompany the 
text, in 72 pages."

Joan PuirniPPE ABELIN, better known under the name of Joux Louis GoTT- 
FRIEDT, was a contributor to and co-laborer in the volumes of the Great and 
Small Voyages published by Murian, the son-in-law of TuEODORE DE Bry. He 
continued his labors by the publication of this volume, which is considered as an 
abridgment of the Great Voyages. It embraces a large number of the plates pre- 
viously used in them. The work is divided into 'Three Parts, of which the First 
serves as an introduction, containing the history, geography, natural history, etc., of 
the New World, taken from the publications of Ovinpo, Acosta, PETER MARTYR, 
De Laer, Herrera, and others.

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The Eleventh and Twelfth Parts when first printed have Title-pages and Dedi- 
cations, as will be seen by a reference to them in this collection ; but in the Abridg- 
ments they are without these Titles and Dedications. In the second section of the 
volume, or the Twelfth Part, there will be found at page 18 a map of CHINA ; and 
at page 55 a plate of Macao. In the Thirteenth Part (or third section), at page 
106, is a map of the East Ixprxs. Neither of these are to be found in the original 
German editions of the Twelfth and Thirteenth Parts of the Small Voyages. 

Bruner says there exists some copies of the Abridgment, printed by FITZER, 
with the date of 1629, which differ from the others only in the preliminary pieces. 
The title begins thus: * Extract der Orientalischen Indien, durch Cesarum Longinum 
historicum,? and on the reverse of the fourth preliminary leaf, beneath the list ot 
maps, is added a short errata.

Each part and volume of the copy of De Brx’s Collection, described in the pre- 
ceding pages, is full bound in crimson morocco, in a uniform style, by Mr. Fran- 
ois BEDFORD, of LoNDOoN, and is without a stain or other blemish. The set of 
Great Voyages is particularly tall and nearly uncut, most of the volumes being 
from fourteen and a quarter to fourteen and one half inches in height. It was not 
obtained as now found, entire, but was made up from a number of copies and odd 
volumes, in every possible condition, during a period of thirty years.
